SOMETHING TO WORRY inAHO 

Now that the National Education asso- 
ciation has reported a teacher shortage of 
70,000. the greatest In the country's history, 
we had better start looking at our hole card. 

When the shortage ol teachers becomes a 
matter of nation-wide concern, Idaho's edu- 
cational system, noted tor its low pay and 
questionable standards, Is In for a hard time. 
Even during normal times, this slate has Its 
troubles In lining up good teachers, so there's 
no telling what will happen when the next 
school year gets under way. 

From the national standpoint. It's easy, to 
understand why there should be a shortage, 
of teachers. During the last two years 100,000 
have gone Into the armed forces. About twice 
that number have left teaching for better 
paying Jobs. 

The average teacher's pay has always been 
such that those who entered the profession 
had to possess a large share of unselfishness 
and idealism. Today, with tuxes and living 
costs zooming, teachers have been among the 
most unfortunate of the wage-frozen white 
collar workers, 

High taxes and living costs are Ukclv to 
continue for some time. So will teacher short- 
age, unless teaching Is made to provide them 
with better opportunities. 

Once they have tasted of 'the fruits ot n 
decent living wage. It's going to take more 
than a red apple to lure teachers back to the 
classt'oom. 

And that, let us bear In mind. Is looking at 
the problem from the standpoint ot average 
salaries over the country, Idaho la way below 
the avcragtl
